The eighteen members of the Professional 
Development Task Force, at its initial meeting on June 
29,1984, accepted a tremendous challenge to lead the 
first-ever statewide professional development effort 
for the system. Within the first month of its existence, 
the Task Force developed a plan to correspond to the 
six professional development dates designed by 
Chancellor Charles Payne, determined priorities within 
budget constraints, identified specific functions to be 
targeted, gained the commitment of twenty 
sponsoring institutions, selected over 200 faculty and 
staff to participate in planning the workshops, and 
designed a planning process which proved exceedingly 
effective. That’s not so bad for one month’s 
committee work! 

The activities of the Task Force have continued at 
that relative pace throughout the year. Dr. Charles 
Payne said, "The Task Force includes some of the finest 
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leaders in the system, but not one will take credit for 
the quality that has been produced.” Dr. Payne 
continued, "The leadership of the Task Force has been 
outstanding and its belief in the ability of the Alabama 
two-year college faculty and staff to identify 
significant needs and to develop high quality 
professional development experiences is the secret of 
the success we have experienced.”
